The imprint
immediately ounder is in larger letters than ia the genuine,
and the b in Colnmbia is defective, whereas it is perfect in
the genuine.

geen. We have a connterfeit and a gennine bill before us,
and save that the ccunterfzit has been printed with too
much ink, end therefore locks much blurred, it would
be very difficolt to distipguieh the ope from
the other; abd we are mnot sure that this would be
a reliable test, as even the genpuine biils are not always
uniform in color. The cunlyobvious difference is thatin
the genuine tbere is a8 clear space between the tops
of the letters in the word *' America '’ aod the wav¢a
under the large elip in the centre, whereas in the
counterfeit the heads of these letters run quite ©p
to the waves.

| DPutting on a lall bead ot steam, the Cliftoa ran
swiftly down directly toward the battery, with the in-
tention, doubtless, of delivering her broadside, giviog
sharp-shooters an opporiunity of picking of! the ¢nemy’s
guoners and thus silencing the works. At tne same
| time the Granite City, and the Gen. Banks, gradually
followed in her walke lor the purpose of reaching the
poict of dzberikation as soon as the Clifton had ¢fizcted
her object, although the heavy solid shot and hissing
shell which were intended for the Chiton, but which
pessed her, came richolhetting along an the water; al-
most reaching them. Just as the Clifton guined the
point she aimedwat reaching, and as her bow was thrown
round slightly, in the act of turning, she struck, the ve-
locity with which she was runniog driving her a long
distance into the thin mad at the vottom ol the puss.—
At the same time a hitherto undiscovercd battery to
tue left of the main work, aud in easy sange, opened
upon ber as she lay, her broadside oflcrivg a target of
which the enemy took every advantage. ‘T'he gallant
Crocker kep* up a eopstant fire from bow and brosd
side guus, the quick rifles, loaded with double tharges
of grape, being poured into the main work, swecping
the parapet clean at every discharge, and Killing the
enemy by scores, while with his broadside guus he ad-
ministered dese ufter dose of shell and solid shot to the
battery on the leit. Lying as be did he would proba-
bly bave succzeced in silezcing the main work, thus en-
ablicg the troops to land, hai it not been for the broad-
gide work ; for it was from that his boat was disabled,
Up to this time she had sustained no material damage.
‘I'he shots which hai struck her had been barmless to
tke ship, and but very few of his crew were iojured.—
But fate was against him, and he was obliged to sue-
cumb.

THE RESULTS.

Considering the number of the force engaged, it is
doubtful if any affair of tLe whole war can compare
with the battle of Sabine Pass in obstinacy of fighting,
loss of life and the amount of interest involved. I'o the
enemy it was a matter of life and death, and to the
Union forces it was the opeaing battle of a most bril-
lisnt campaign. ‘The enemy retained their priz2; but
their loss has been undoubtedly without precedent in the
annals of the war, aud they will, in the midst of their
rejoicing, tremble at the thought of a repetition of the
attack. There were on board of the Clifton, beside her
crew, a party of seventy-live sharpshooters and three
of the signal corps,and on the Sachem a detachment of
thirty sharpshooters. Of the crew of the Clifton, five
soldiers, one sailor and one signal man escaped down
the beach, and were taken off by a boat from the fieet.
The number of Killed and wounded must have been
large, particnlarly on the Clifton, as ghe was not only
exposed to cross fire, but was raked from stem to stern
by grape. As to the killed and wounded on the Si-
chem nothing is known : but the loss is supposed to be
light, and mostly from the escaping steam, as but the
one shot was known to have struek her. The loss of
the enemy was undoubtedly enormons, as the huge nine-
inch shell apparently searcned ¢very nook and corner of
the earthwork ; and when the Clifton was aground the
game guns poured in a murderous fire of grape, sweep-
ing the parapet from end to end. Their loss, kowever,
wiil probahly never be known.

Where the blame is to rest in this affair it is difficult
to determine, as the arrangement appeared to be of the
most perfect character throughout, and the action of all
engaged unsurpassed in determipation. There appeared

probably, and with justice, be ascribed to those acci-
dents which so often determine the fate of armies as
wel as nations.

THE BALL OPENS.

“All ready,” was the signal, and about fhur o'clock

'I'he
Sachem and the Arizona steamed cff to the right and
ran up vearly opprsite the battery. The Clitton open-
ed the ball with a sl fro'n one of her pine inch pivot
guns, which exploded iuside the rebel worke, throwing
up a prriect shower of debris, and instantly followed it
with u geeond shot of 1he same kind., Sooun the little
Sachem commanded by Captain Johnson, opened Ler
broadside thirty-two pounder guns on the work, snd
the next mom-nt the - rizopa paid her compliments te
the foe. The gunuery was magnificent, a few of the
ghells exploding pramnaturely and the pieccs dropping inf
the water. Up to this time, and untii from thirty to
furty shell bad exploded in the works, not a shot had
been returved by the enemy. An ominous silence per-
valed the fert, and many were of the opinion that the
worlks had beca abandened.  Neither soldiers wor in-
habitants made their sppearance, and the only sigus of
life apparent were the movemeats ol a small steamer in
the river, which had run up above the ecity and down
as fur us the fort once or twice durirg the forencen,
and which was joined by a sccond steamer about the
time the action ¢commenced.

A Uold Feat,

Thirty-nive descrters from o Virginia regiment in
Bragz’s ariny passed through this place last Sunday
week, ail mounted,. and armed with the Mississippi
rifls. 'I'hey represcuted themselves as  belonging to
Wiliiams® Virginia Cuvalry, and on their way to that
command, aud thus sncceeded in passing  through this
place. Oan Mounday, however, suspicion was aroused
that all was not right, and Maj. John W. Woodfin with
25 men pui off on the track. The deserters it seems
went to Alexander & Burnetl's, ten miles below here
and en the direct read to Tennesssee, when frem some
cause they changed theirroute and struck across tne
country, through Yancy county. This fact Maj Wood-
fin learned Yelore startiog, and shaped his course accor-
He pressed afier them with his handful of men,
riding two eutire days and pights without re:ting, nnd
at daylight on Thursday merning overtook them en-
camped cu Watauga river, in  Watauga county, some
eighty miles from this place. Some of his men had fal-
len bebind, their horses having broke down nnder the
long and'rapid march,30 that when he came up with them
he bad but 18 men. e surrounded their camp almost
before they were aware of his presence, and demanded
a surrender, which,after some parley, was complied with.
He captured 36, two making their escape and one being
absent from the camp at the time. When they found
they had eurrendered to enc half of their own number,
tbeir mortification was extreme..

Maj Woodlin returned to this place on Friday eve-
ning, whken his prisoners were properly cared for, and
are, ere this, safely lodzed at Camp Vance, near Mor-
ganion.

Soms of the prisonzrs admitt®d that all of the horses
except three were stolen.

Maj. Woodfin and the gollant men under his com-
mand deserve tne thanks of every good citizen for
this daring achievement. They bave returned 36 sol-
diers to duty and rid the country of a dangerous band
of free dealers in Liorse flesh.
